Edmonton is to have a judicial investigation into vice conditions 
iu the city and the possible connection of the police department with 
proprietors of disorderly houses and gambling resorts. This much 
‘he couneil decided unanimously last night on a motion presented hy 
Alderman Clarke. The members of the administrative majority 
evinced a desire to ‘‘get from under.’’ Mayor MeNamara and Alder- 
iuon Clarke and East contended with much emphasis that the council 
could not be held to blame for any condition of affairs in the police 
department at the present time, Alderman Clarke expressed his 
bclief in the integrity of Commissioner Booth and the recently dis- 
missed chief of police, while Alderman East thought that the proposed 
investigation should be condueted by Commissioner Booth. 

A resolution presented by Alderman Calder calling for the 
piacing of the police department under the independent control of a 
committee consisting of Aldermen Smith, Douglas and Driscoll and 
ihe ealling in of ex-Chief of Police MeRae of Winnipeg to act as chief 
of police here wntil after the investigation had concluded, did not 
ucet with the approval of a majority of the aldermen. Mayor 
McNamara declared the motion out of order; refused to put it to vote ; 
ind refused even an appeal from his ruling until he was forced to 
submit by being shown the council procedure bylaw rules. Then 
Aldermen Clarke, Bast. Kinney, May and Sheppard supported the 
hieyor’s ruling, and so Alderman Calder’s motion was never before 
the coungil.

VANCOUVER, May A detailed 
examination of the 376 Hindus aboard 
the Komogata Maru was commenced 
today.

As a matter of fact, very little at- 
tempt has apparently been made by 
the Hindus to comply with the Canad- 
lan regulations. They simply stand 
on their rights as British subjects to 
enter Canada. In his early examina- 
tion Supt. Reid naturally addressed 
himself to make the usual inquiries of 
intending immigrants. 

None Direct From India, 

“Have you come direct from 
land of your birth?’ he asked, 
provided in the regulations, 

“No,” they all agreed, “we have 
none of us come directly from India. 
Some shipped at Hong Kong, others 
Shanghai, and so on. But what mat- 
tera that’ ‘We are citizens of the em- 
pire and can travel where we wish. 
That regulation you speak of was 
made for foreigners,”

The experi- 
mental farm authorities would give 
advice as to conserving the moisture 
around the roots of the trees and it 
would cost the city nothing, It should 
always be remembered that our aver- 
age rainfall is littl more than one- 
third that of Ontario,

Week From Hunger Strike, She 

Has to Be Carried Into 
Court : 


London, May 26.—An almost un- 
canny stillness, in marked contfast to 
recent police court scenes in which 
militant suffragettes participated, pre- 
vailed today at the London sessions 
during the trial and conviction of the 
women vandals of the National Art 
Gallery and Royal Academy. 

Several window-smashers, who 
Were participants in recent suffra- 
gette raids in the west enu, were sen- 
tenced at the game time. Six months’ 
imprisonment was ordered for each of 
the picture destroyers, while the win- 
dow smashers in all cases were cons 
demned to terms of four months, 
Several of the women refused to give 
their names and were identified by 
numbers. 

One frail girl, convicted as a win- 
dow breaker, was so weak from the 
effects of a hunger strike that she 
had to be carried into court by wo- 
men warders.. She collapsed in a 
huddled heap, her body quivering and 


; 
the sleeves of by-standers. 
ally, it was necessary to give her a 
restorative. ‘ 

Freda Graham, the suffragist who 
slashed the several valuable paintings 
in the National Art Gallery on May 
22nd, harangued the jury, declaring 
that she had attacked the pictures as 
a protest against “King George's il- 
legal and unconstitutional action — in 
refusing to receive a legal deputation 
of women.” 

She added: “What are five pictures 
compared with 80,000 pictures by the 
greatest artists all of which are being 
shamefully defaced, damaged and de- 
graded by men each night.” 

Mary Spencer, who damaged a pic- 
ture at the Kkuyal Academy on May 
22nd, told the judge that the only way 
left for women to express their views 
was to damage property, as they ros- 
pected human lite too much to des- 
troy it,
